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Vaad  Report

Our  Community  Foundation 
The  lead  story  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin  announced  the 
allocations  and  grants  made  by  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
Endowment  and  Bequest  Foundation  for  1978.  It  is  an  impressive 
list.  The  figures  clearly  demonstrate  that  the  Foundation  is  a going 
concern.  It  has  been  accepted  and  endorsed.  Fifty-three  separate 
Funds  have  been  established  so  far  and  placed  under  its  ad- 
ministration. The  total  capital  is  in  excess  of  $600,000.  A few  are  as 
high  as  $100,000  each;  others  begin  with  a minimum  contribution 

of  $1,000.  , 4 . . , 

Over  $40,000  in  income  was  produced  and  distributed  last  year. 
There  has  been  responsible  and  effective  management  by  the 
Officers  and  Directors  under  the  chairmanship  of  Bernard  Shinder. 
He  and  his  associates  deserve  a warm  vote  of  thanks  for  their  ef- 
forts. . 

Our  community  Foundation  will  continue  to  grow  as  more  and 
more  individuals  begin  to  see  it  as  the  vehicle  for  perpetuating 
Jewish  life  in  Ottawa  and  elsewhere  in  the  future.  The  linkage  with 
individuals  and  families  is  also  attractive  and  can  be  used  for 
honorial  as  well  as  for  memorial  purposes.  Whatever  the 
motivation  or  circumstance,  a program  can  be  designed  to  meet 
individual  desires.  And  finally,  there  are  tax  and  estate  planning 
benefits  which  should  be  explored  with  your  lawyer  or  accountant. 
He  has  access  to  our  professional  advisory  committee  if  he  wishes. 

National  Budgeting  Conference 
The  National  Budgeting  Conference  of  Canadian  Jewry  was 
established  four  years  ago  by  the  eleven  major  Jewish  communities 
of  Canada.  It  is  the  method  by  which  the  budgets  of  national 
organizations  are  examined  each  year  and  a formula  developed  for 
funding  the  costs  involved. 

The  Ottawa  Jewish  community  is  represented  on  the  National 
Budgeting  Conference  by  Norman  Zagerman,  David  Loeb  and  Hy 
Hochberg.  They  sit  on  the  sub-committees  which  review  the 
preliminary  figures  and  on  the  Plenary  which  makes  the  final 
determinations  and  submits  them  to  communities  for  approval.  It 
is  a lengthy  process  requiring  at  least  two  full  days  of  preliminary 
meetings  followed  by  a day  and  a half  of  plenary  sessions.  The  first 
took  place  on  December  3 and  4;  the  second  on  January  14  and  15. 

Our  delegates  took  an  active  part  in  the  deliberations  including 
the  1979  budgets  of  Congress,  Jewish  Immigrant  Aid  Services,  the 
North  American  Jewish  Students  Network,  the  Canada-Israel 
Committee,  the  Atlantic  Jewish  Council  and  the  American 
Association  for  Jewish  Education. 

According  to  the  N.B.C.  formula,  Ottawa  will  assume 
responsibility  for  roughly  3 per  cent  of  the  total. 

Kashruth  Seminar 

Reports  on  the  Kashruth  Seminar  held  on  January  14  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Women’s  Committee  of  the  Vaad  gave  high  marks 
to  the  planners  of  the  program.  Despite  the  weather,  almost  200 
came  to  listen  to  the  panel  of  experts,  to  ask  questions  and  to  see 
the  exhibit  of  kosher  products. 

While  everyone  agreed  that  it  had  been  a useful  and  informative 
afternoon,  the  concern  about  the  gap  in  the  cost  of  kosher  and  non- 
kosher  foods  remains.  Some  explanations  were  given  but  the  most 
important  thing  to  come  out  of  the  Seminar  was  a decision  to  have 
an  in-depth  look  at  the  entire  matter. 

Dr.  Baruch  Diena,  the  Chairman  of  our  Vaad  Hakashruth, 
Dorothy  Nadolny,  the  Chairman  of  our  Women’s  Committee, 
Barbara  Greenberg,  the  Chairman  of  the  Seminar,  and 
representatives  of  Sisterhoods  are  addressing  this  issue  now. 

1 have  been  told  that  they  also  plan  another  Seminar  dealing  with 
Passover  and  there  will  be  more  information  in  future  issues. 

Jewish  Life  in  the  Soviet  Union 

For  the  past  ten  years,  the  Montreal  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  with  the  help  of 
friends  in  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  other  cities,  has  been  conducting  a 
quiet  program  to  help  maintain  Jewish  life  in  the  Soviet  Union. 
Ties  have  been  established  through  personal  visits;  aid  has  been 
extended  to  Jews  in  need;  and  siddurim,  chumoshim,  taleisim  and 
other  religious  articles  have  been  shipped  at  regular  intervals. 

Rabbi  Isaac  L.  Hechtman,  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
organization  who  is  largely  responsible  for  the  effectiveness  of  the 
project,  and  Chief  Rabbi  Pinchas  Hirschprung  of  Montreal  came 
to  Ottawa  on  January  14  to  relate  the  continuing  story  of  Soviet 
Jewry  to  a group  of  friends  and  supporters.  Much  of  that  story 
cannot  be  put  into  print. 

The  hosts  for  that  meeting  were  Dr.  Baruch  Diena,  Alfred 
Friedman,  Norman  Zagerman  and  me.  The  free-will  offerings  were 
warm  and  generous.  If  anyone  would  care  to  add  their  bit  to  the 
fund,  they  can  get  in  touch  with  any  of  us  or  directly  with  Rabbi 
Hechtman  at  5491  Victoria  Avenue,  Montreal,  Quebec.

Almost  200  Attend  Forum

TV  personality,  who  spoke  on 
consumerism. 

The  Ottawa  scene  was 
reviewed  by  Dr.  Baruch  Diena, 
Chairman  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’Kashrut,  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Lieff,  a local  homemaker,  who 
voiced  her  concern  about 
kashrut  costs  and  echoed  the 
sentiments  of  Ottawa 
housewives. 

The  Seminar  featured  an 
extensive  display  of  kosher 
products  available  on  the 
market.  Each  person  in  at- 
tendance received  a kit  con- 
taining pertinent  information 
and  a booklet  of  gourmet

recipes.  Local  supermarkets

Heads  Israel  Bond  Committee 


Ben  Karp  has  been  appointed 
Reinvestment  Chairman  of 
Israel  Bonds,  it  was  announced 
by  John  Greenberg,  General 
Campaign  Chairman  of  State  of 
Israel  Bonds. 

The  Reinvestment  Committee 
headed  by  Mr  Karp  will  seek  to 
convert  Israel  Bonds  maturing 
in  1979  into  new  Bonds  to 
support  Israel’s  economy.  The 
Bonds  due  in  1979  were  pur- 
chased in  1967  before,  during 
and  after  the  Six-Day-War  and 
represented  the  largest  sale  of 
Israel  Bonds  up  to  that  time. 
Some  $140  million  of  the  $217 
million  sold  that  year  remain 
outstanding  and  will  mature 
during  this  year.  In  accepting 
the  appointment,  Mr  Karp 
commented  “that  the  Bonds 
purchased  in  1967  during  the 
crises  of  war  should  now  be 
reinvested  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  peace”. 

Each  month  purchasers 
and/or  Bond  holders  of  these 
Bonds  will  be  advised  by  the 
Israel  Bond  Office  that  the 
Bonds  will  mature.  Mr  Karp 
pointed  out  however  that  many 
of  the  owners  have  moved  or 
have  relocated  in  other  com- 
munities and  may  not  be 
reached  by  the  Bond  office.  He 
suggested  that  everyone  in  the

community  check  his  Israel 
Bond  portfolios  on  a regular 
basis  and  that  those  purchased 
in  1967  be  brought  to  the  Bond 
office  at  168  Charlotte  Street, 
Suite  No  504,  to  be  reinvested. 
He  pointed  out  that  Israel 
Bonds  do  not  earn  additional 
interest  after  maturity  and  that 
Israel  has  deposited  the  funds 
due  with  the  fiscal  agent  and 
therefore  receives  no  further 


benefit  from  the  use  of  the 
Bond  dollars.  “Only  be  rein- 
vesting can  Israel  continue  to 
benefit,”  Mr  Karp  commented. 

A group  of  volunteers  will 
help  obtain  a maximum  rein- 
vestment of  1967  Israel  Bonds. 
Through  a successful  rein- 
vestment program,  Israel  hopes 
to  set  new  records  of  sales  in 
1979  exceeding  the  $369  million 
record  reached  in  1978.

of  blessing  of  the  New  Year.  It 
is  customary  to  eat  fruit  which 
comes  from  the  Land  of  Israel, 
and  to  eat  a new  fruit  of  which 
one  has  not  partaken  the 
present  year,  in  order  to  recite 
the  “Shehecheyanu”  prayer. 

Although  this  day  is  called 
“Rosh  Hashana”  the 
designation  applies  only  to  the 
above  indicated  matter.  The  day 
is  not  marked  by  prohibition  of 
work  or  festive  meals  or  any 
direct  reference  in  prayer. 

Nevertheless,  there  must  be 
some  message  of  primary 
importance  for  Jewish  people 
throughout  the  world, 
necessitating  the  designation  of 
such  a name.  A thinking  in- 
dividual attempts  to  pay  close 
attention  to  all  that  goes  on 
around  him,  deriving  from 
every  detail  of  his  environment 
information  and  knowledge  for 
his  conduct  towards  G-d  and 
towards  his  fellow  man. 

This  can  be  true  not  only  of 
unusual  phenomona,  but  to  the 
most  common  and  mundane 
things  around  us.  There  are  a 
number  of  directives  and 
teachings  that  can  be  derived 
from  that  familiar  sight-a 
growing  tree. 

Most  members  of  the 
vegetable  kingdom,  especially 
trees,  are  comprised  of  three 
basic  components:  (1)  Roots; 
(2)  the  body  of  the  tree  (trunk, 


branches,  leaves);  (3)  Fruit. 

The  roots  are  hidden  from 
sight,  yet  it  is  through  the  roots 
that  most  of  the  life-giving 
sustenance  is  derived.  Fur- 
thermore, it  is  only  by  virtue  of 
the  roots  that  the  tree  stands 
firmly  in  place;  and  if  the  roots 
are  strong,  the  tree  has  no  fear 
of  being  uprooted  by  any  winds 
that  blow.  The  body  of  the  tree 
is  by  far  its  largest  part.  From 
time  to  time  it  thickens,  its 
branches  and  leaves  all  increase, 
so  that  we  can  determine  the  age 
of  the  tree  from  its  “certain 
body”  especially  from  the  girth 
of  the  trunk.  The  fruits 
represent  the  ultimate 
“achievement”  and  the  peak  of 
growth  and  perfection  of  the 
tree,  especially  since  the  seeds  in 
the  fruit  are  the  means  by  which 
the  tree  produces  more  of  its 
own  kind,  bringing  about  the 
growth  of  generation  after 
generation  of  new  trees. 

One  can  use  the  tree  as  an 
allegory  towards  Jewish 


lifestyle.  The  Root  is  faith, 
through  which  one  is  connected 
with  the  source  of  his  life — The 
Creator.  Even  when  a person 
has  grown  and  matured  in 
wisdom,  knowledge  and  Jewish 
experiences,  he  draws  vitality 
from  faith  in  G-d,  Torah,  and 
the  Jewish  destiny.  The  body 
and  trunk  are  the  performance 
of  mitzvot  and  good  deeds, 
which  should  form  the  over- 
whelming bulk  of  a person’s 
activities.  The  fruit  can  be 
when,  in  addition  to  one’s  own 
responsibility,  one  exerts  a good 
influence  on  friends  and  all 
people  in  their  environment,  so 
that  they  too  become  trees 
which  have  strong  roots  and 
body,  and  which  bear  fruit.  Our 
“first  fruit”  must  be  our 
children  who  must  be  imbued 
with  these  above  qualities  to 
insure  the  vibrance  and  vitality 
of  the  Jewish  People.  Let  us 
hope  that  this  year’s  “Rosh 
Hashana  of  Trees”  may  be  a 
most  fruitful  experience.

In  the  October  6th  issue  of 
the  Bulletin,  newly-elected 
Jewish  Community  Centre 
President  Stephen  Victor  ex- 
pressed his  views  on  the 
direction  that  the  Centre  should 
take  in  programming.  As  a 
primary  objective  of  the  Board, 
Mr.  Victor  identified  the  role  of 
the  Centre  in  establishing 
“social,  recreational  and 
physical  education  frame 
work”,  in  which  Jewish  people 
of  all  ages  could  participate. 

Over  the  last  4 months,  the 
Centre  has  moved  in  this 
direction  despite  difficulties 
related  to  the  absence  of  an 
Executive  Director  for  a 5- 
month  period;  the  lack  of  Adult 
Program  staff  for  a 4-month 
period,  and  the  difficulties 
inherent  in  planning  programs 
in  a 6-month  time  frame. 

Many  of  the  programs  and 
events  offered  in  the  fall  and 
winter  sessions  have  been  well 
received  by  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  membership, 
and  the  community  at  large;  for 
example,  the  Youth  Depart- 
ment’s TGIS  program  and 
Camp  Winterspree  have  been 
highly  successful.  Currently 
Shabbaton  programming  for 
juniors,  as  well  as  a drama  and 
interest  group  for  children  ages 
1 1-14  are  being  offered. 

The  Teen  Department  in  the 
past  has  enjoyed  success  in 
providing  social  and 
recreational  mass  events.  It  is 
gradually  developing  programs 
and  courses  of  a more  con- 
tinuous nature,  including 
cooking  classes,  rock  dance 
band,  inter-city  activities,  and 
leadership  training.  The  Youth 
Department  is  also  attempting 
to  provide  planning  and  co- 
ordinating assistance  to  other 
Jewish  teen  groups  in  the  city. 

The  Camping  Services 
program  promises  to  be  ex- 
tremely exciting  with  the  ad- 
dition of  a “Squirt  Camp”  and 
C.l.T.  program  to  its  Sports 
and  Day  Camp  Services. 

The  Physical  Education 
Department  will  be  expanding 
its  fitness  program  by  offering 


classes  on  Sunday  mornings  and 
5:30  p.m.  fitness  class  3 days 
per  week.  Plans  are  underway 
to  establish  a Sports  Skill 
School  in  the  West  End  of  the 
city. 

The  Adult  Department  is 
developing  a number  of 
programs  including  a revival  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre 
choir,  chess  club,  table  tennis 
club,  cosponsoring  with  Jewish 
Students  Union  a lecture  by 
Rabbi  Emil  Fackenheim,  and  an 
exhibition  and  sale  of  Israeli 
Art.  A chamber  music  series, 
career  information  seminar  for 
high  school  students  and  their 
parents,  and  a parent  ef- 
fectiveness training  courses  are 
also  being  considered.  Long- 
term goals  include  the 
development  of  lecture  and  film 
series,  human  affairs  courses, 
and  Jewish  education  courses. 

The  community  should  also  be 
made  aware  of  the  role  which 
the  Centre  plays  in  the  funding 
of  the  Adult  Jewish  Studies 
Institute  at  Carleton  University, 
and  the  staff  support  which  it 
lends  to  the  Jewish  Students 
Union. 

Generally,  program  statistics 
for  1978-79  reflect  an  increase 
in  participation  by  both 
members  and  non-members  in 
all  Centre  activities.  New 
courses,  programs  and  events 
are  developed  by  the  Centre  in 
response  to  community  needs 
and  interests. 

Currently  the  Board  of 
Directors  is  dealing  with  major 
policy  issues  including  re- 
examination of  membership 
policy,  long-term  financing  of 
the  Centre,  and  relationships 
with  other  community 
organizations  and  Centre 
tenants. 

A great  deal  of  work  remains 
to  be  done  in  developing  a 
comprehensive  range  of 
programs  at  the  Centre; 
however,  the  progressive 
direction  taken  thus  far  by  the 
Board  and  staff  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre  will  be  a 
sound  foundation  for  future 
programming.

Author  and  Rabbi  Emil  L. 
Fackenheim  will  lecture  the 
evening  of  March  7 as  part  of 
the  activities  planned  for  the 
Israeli  Cultural  Fair,  March  6-8.

Indian  Will 
Speak  At 
Synagogue 

In  1805  a white  man  came  to 
upstate  New  York  to  missionize 
the  Iroquois.  Sagayewatha,  the 
Seneca  chief  known  as  “Red 
Jacket”  gave  reply. 

“.  . .Brother,  we  are  told  that 
your  religion  was  given  to  your 
forefathers,  and  has  been 
handed  down  from  father  to 
son.  We  also  have  a religion 
which  was  given  to  our 
forefathers,  and  has  been 
handed  down  to  us  their 
children.  We  worship  that  way. 
It  teaches  us  to  be  thankful  for 
all  the  favours  we  receive,  to 
love  each  other,  and  to  be 
united.  We  never  quarrel  about 
religion. 

“Brother,  the  Great  Spirit 
has  made  us  all;  but  he  has 
made  a great  difference  between 
his  white  and  red  children.  . . 
Since  he  has  made  so  great  a 
difference  between  us  in  other 
things,  why  may  we  not  con- 
clude that  he  has  given  us  a 
different  religion  according  to 
our  understanding;  the  Great 
Spirit.  . .knows  what  is  best  for 
his  children.  . . 

“Brother,  we  are  told  that 
you  have  been  preaching  to 
white  people  in  this  place;  these 
people  are  our  neighbours,  we 
are  acquainted  whith  them;  we 
will  wait  a little  while  and  see 
what  effect  your  preaching  has 
upon  them.  If  we  find  it  does 
them  good,  makes  them  honest, 
and  less  disposed  to  cheat 
Indians,  we  will  then  consider 
again  what  you  have  said.”*

The  letters  written  in  con- 
nection with  the  December  10th 
Rally  for  Peace,  held  by  the 
State  of  Israel  Bond 
Organization  with  the  support 
of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  were 
received  from  the  Hillel 
Academy,  The  Talmud  Torah 
Afternoon  Hebrew  School,  the 
Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School 
and  Temple  Israel  Religious 


School.  Each  letter  was  ad- 
dressed to  Prime  Minister  Begin 
and  presented  the  views  of  the 
student  on  “The  Meaning  ot 
Peace  to  Israel”. 

Vacations  and  other  absences 
from  the  city  have  delayed  final 
selection  of  the  winning  letters 
These  will  be  chosen  shortly  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  winning 
letters  will  be  published  in  the 
issue  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Bulletin.  Prizes  will  be 
presented  to  the  students  whose 
letters  have  been  selected,  at 
ceremonies  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  The  winning  letters 
will  be  forwarded  to  Prime 
Minister  Begin. 


“On  Becoming  a Jewish 
Adult”  (OBJ  A)  is  a new 

educational  experiment 

designed  to  identify  and 
highlight  the  fundamentals  of 
adult  Jewish  life.  Open  to 
anyone  in  grade  six  (and,  this 
year  only,  to  those  in  grade 
seven)  who  attends  a local 
Jewish  School,  OBJ  A is  a 
voluntary  program  of  personal 
and  family  involvement  outside 
the  framework  of  the 
classroom. 

Participants  enjoy  an  in- 
dividualized Jewish  experience. 
The  new  program  includes  Bar 
or  Bat  Mitzvah  skills,  field 
trips,  workshops,  discussions, 
guest  speakers,  individual 
research  and  a public  service 
project. 

Numerous  celebrations  and 


“honours”  punctuate  the 
program  as  certain  levels  are 
attained.  A newsletter  keeps  all 
informed  of  ^hat  is  happening. 
All  aspects  of  the  program  are 
voluntary,  and  while  sponsor- 
ed by  Adath  Shalom 
Congregation,  a participant 
may  complete  his  individually 
tailored  goals  in  any  synagogue, 
and  by  attending  all  or  none  of 
the  supporting  sessions. 

OBJA’s  co-ordinator, 
Loretta  Tanenbaum,  states: 
“The  programme  is  built  on  the 
premise  that  Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah 
is  a beginning,  not  an  end.  As 
such  it  attempts  to  introduce  the 
participant  to  the  adult  Jewish 
community,  to  teach  him  or  her 
Jewish  skills,  to  provide  the 
opportunity  to  be  involved,  and 
to  underscore  that  being  a Jew 


means  being  a part  of  the 
Jewish  people.  Our  goal  is  to 
make  Jewish  preteens  func- 
tional Jews,  emphasizing  the 
behavioral  aspects  of  being  a 
Jewish  adult.” 

On  the  premise  that  Judaism 
needs  young  adults  who  take 
their  Judaism  seriously,  those 
who  complete  the  program  are 
invited  to  meet  with  the  OBJ  A 
planning  committee  to  exchange 
ideas.
